By gradually extending its facilities and connec- 
tions, this service is now operated and maintained by 
six new twin-screw steamers of enormous size, and, 
having taken advantage of the experience obtained 
through a careful study of requirements on T'rans- 
Atlantic passenger steamships, these twin-screw steamers 
embody in their construction all modern improvements, 
and equal, in safety and comfort, in sanitary and 
practical appointments, the best equipped steamships of 
to-day.

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These steamships were all built at the renowned 
shipyards of Harland & Wolf, Belfast, with the exception 
of twin-screw S. S. Potsdam, which was constructed at 
the shipyards of Blohm & Voss, Hamburg. 

Although differmg in detail, all six steamers are 
practically alike in the principal points of construction 
and general arrangement. ‘The hulls are built of steel 
and provided with bilge keels, giving the vessels re- 
markable steadiness in stormy weather. ‘They have, 
further, over their entire length, a double bottom, the | 
space between which and the outer hull is divided both 
longitudinally and transversely into numerous compart- 
ments, which, besides adding to the strength of the vessel, © 
gives additional protection in case of accident. 

_ Twelve bulkheads extend to the upper deck, dividing 
_ the ship into thirteen water-tight compartments. 
In the construction of these steamers, the twin-screw 

system has been adopted, each steamer having two en- 
_ tirely separate sets of boilers, engines, shafts and pro- 
pellers, each set working independently of the other. and 
each being able to run the steamer across the ocean with- 
out difficulty. 7 . 

The engines have from 6,000 to 12,000 horse- 
power, and are of the triple and quadruple expansion 
type; powerful dynamos furnish the steamers through- 
out with electric light. 

~The cabin accommodations of all steamers of the 
Holland-America Line are situated amidships on the 
promenade, saloon, and upper decks. The staterooms 
for the accommodation of from 240 to 500 first cabin 
passengers, are very spacious, have an excellent system 
of ventilation, and accommodate one, two or three pas- 
sengers each. 
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In the arrangement of the cabins on S. S. New 
_ Amsterdam, an entirely new system has been introduced, 
inasmuch as on their upper decks they are provided with 
a certain number of so-called tandem cabins, which pro- » 
vides each of the inside rooms with portholes, this being 
a novelty on the Atlantic. 

The cabins on the promenade decks on S. S. Rotter- 
dam and S. S. New Amsterdam are exceptionally large ; 
on these decks, as also on the promenade deck of S. S. 
Potsdam, suites of ‘“‘cabines de luxe,” consisting of draw- 
ing-rooms, bedrooms, with brass bedsteads and private 
bathrooms, have been provided. 

5S. 5. Rotterdam (the newest and largest vessel of 
the Holland-America Line—in regular service June, 
1908) is a mammoth new steamship, ranking third 
among the great transatlantic liners. This ship has a 
tonnage of 24,1770 and a displacement of 37,190 tons. 
Like the other ships of the line she is propelled by two 
independent quadruple expansion engines of the balanced 
type. Her speed is 17 knots an hour. The steam is 
generated in eight double-ended boilers having 48 fire 
boxes. She has two masts and two funnels. 

In point of passenger accommodations the S. S. 
Rotterdam is a marked advance over any transatlantic 
steamship afloat. So roomy is she that with her crew 
complement of 450—in addition to the number of pas- 
sengers she can carry in her three classes—the total 
capacity of this newest of ocean leviathans reaches the 
enormous aggregate of about 4,000 persons. Indeed, 
roominess is the most striking feature of S. S. Rotter- 
dam. ‘The various social halls and saloons are all of 
large size, and these have been decorated and furnished 
in the highest styles of. Dutch art by Dutch artists. 
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The first class accommodations comprise a’ huge 
dining saloon having a capacity for 500 persons at one. 
sitting ; a social hall similar to, but fifty per cent. larger 
than that on S. S. New Amsterdam; on the deck above. 
a splendid Palm Garden, fitted up most attractively as a: 
café or tea room for ladies as well as gentlemen; a. 
separate library for reading and writing, the latter — 
located amidships; two smoking rooms, one above the. 
other, the upper one directly connected with a. covered — 
deck space that is open aft. 


The large amount of | diate space for promenading — 


and open air lounging, which has proved so valuable and 
popular a feature on S. S.New Amsterdam, has been. 
retained and added to in the new ship. The S. S.. 
Rotterdam has ten decks—one more than S. S. New 
Amsterdam—and her three promenade decks have a> 
total area of 22,800 square feet, a much greater aggre- 
gate than will be found upon any other transatlantic 
liner. Whoever has made a summer passage across the 
Atlantic upon a crowded steamship will readily under- . 
stand and appreciate the value of this vast expanse of 
deck space. 

For the accommodation of first class passengers there 
are 300 staterooms, of which no less than sixty are pro- 
vided with private bath and toilet, while there are 100 
staterooms each equipped for the exclusive use of one 
passenger. Upper berths have been entirely done away 
with. There are a number of superbly arranged and. 
fitted up “‘cabines de luxe,” several of them with sitting 
rooms en suite, and all equipped with every luxury and 
convenience. In the number of bathrooms provided the 
S. S. Rotterdam is unique, there being more than one 


hundred, all very conveniently located. 
| 15 
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The second-class accommodations are exceptionally 
spacious and comfortable; the rooms, although less 
luxurious than those of the first cabin, being fitted up 
in the same style. The second class dining saloon 
seats 300 persons, and the ladies’ room and smoking 
room are provided with every comfort. 

The third class has also received much more than the 


usual amount of attention, and the comforts afforded | 


are far in advance of those formerly offered to this class 
of passengers. Large dining and smoking rooms are 
provided, plainly but neatly and attractively fitted and 


furnished, and third class passengers are lodged ex- — 


clusively in two, four and_ six-berth staterooms, $0 
that the fullest privacy is secured. 

Besides the improved features previously noted, 
S. S. Rotterdam is provided with every approved modern 
appliance for safety and convenience, including electric 
passenger elevator, water-tight bulkheads, closed by 
means of electricity, electric fire alarms and fire subduing 
apparatus, telephone connection all over the ship, long 
distance wireless telegraph outfit, submarine signal re- 
celving apparatus, etc. 

In the character of the first and second cabin decora- 


tions and furnishings, S. S. Rotterdam greatly resembles 


her predecessor, S. S. New Amsterdam, which vessel has 
received wide-spread commendation for the excellence of 
her arrangements and the exquisite taste displayed in her 
decorations and furnishings. 

The social hall on S. S. New Amsterdam situated 
on the upper promenade deck, is an exceedingly spacious 
room, sumptuously furnished in Empire style, and 
amply supplied with sofas, fauteuils, and a beautiful 
Steinway coneert grand piano, bookcases containing a 
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choice selection of literary works, besides a number of 
writing desks. ‘The so-called Japanese tearoom, and 
smokeroom are both situated on the same deck. 

The Japanese tearoom of this steamer is a popular 
novelty. The panels for this room were specially 
ordered from Japan. 

The smoke-room is exceptionally large and commod- 
ious, finished in antique oak, and elaborately decorated 
in Dutch style, with Faience tiles, of the famous Dutch 
art potteries, representing various views of New Am- 
sterdam during the time of the first Dutch settlement. 
This room has communication with the promenade deck, 
as well as with the deck below, and also with the Jap- 
anese tearoom, by a covered passageway. | 

The upper promenade deck offers walking space of 
8,200 square feet; the promenade on each side of the 
deck-house on the lower promenade deck, 4,200 square 
feet, and the so-called. boat deck, constructed above the 
upper promenade deck, 5,000 square feet, making over 
17,000 square feet of walking space set apart for pas- | 
sengers. Only a very few steamers crossing the Atlantic. 
equal S. S. New Amsterdam in this respect. 

The Information Bureau, centrally located on the 
bridge deck, has proven a great convenience to pas- 
sengers, who there are able to get general information, 
receive letters and telegrams, and leave the keys of their 
staterooms in the same manner as this is done in a first- 
class hotel. 

Another new department is the safe deposit with 
which this steamer (as well as S. 5. Rotterdam) has 
been provided, and where passengers deposit their 


valuables, jewelry, etc., keeping themselves the key to 
the locker they have taken. 
19 
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The first cabin dining-room on all steamers of the 
Holland-America Line is situated on the saloon deck. 
This room is luxuriously furnished in every detail; 
numerous windows and a large magnificent cupola of 
decorated glass give perfect ventilation and light. 

S. S. Potsdam is provided with four “cabines de 
luxe” on the promenade deck; they havea private en- 
trance, a toilet and bathroom, private hall and staircase, 


leading to the saloon deck. Two of these rooms consist 
of sitting-room and bedroom en suite; the two other | 


rooms are single rooms, although fitted up sumptuously 


in the same style; the bedrooms are provided with brass 


double bedsteads. ws 
S. S. Noordam and 8. 8. Ryndam have each six 


rooms, also situated on the promenade deck, with a private 


entrance, toilet and bathroom, private hall and stair- 


case leading to the deck below. | 

The judicious location of bathrooms and lavatories 
for both first and second cabin passengers will be appre- 
ciated by every traveler. 


SECOND CABIN. 


Second cabin staterooms on all steamers are situated 
on the upper deck, directly aft the first cabin rooms. 
They are fitted up in the same style as those of the first 
class. ‘They can accommodate two or four passengers 
each, and are provided with the latest improvements and 
electrical appliances. 

The large second cabin dining-room is also situated 
on the upper deck; on S. S. Rotterdam and S. S. New 
Amsterdam, on the saloon deck. This saloon is ele- 
gantly furnished, and affords solid comfort to  pas- 


sengers. It admits an abundance of light in daytime, 
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and is splendidly lighted by electricity at night. ‘The: 

second cabin ladies’ saloons and smokerooms are situated 

on the decks above. ‘These rooms are most artistically 
appointed and finished in light-colored hardwood with 

inlaid decorations. A separate and spacious promenade 

| deck for second cabin passengers gives ample oppor- 
tunity for exercise and deck games. Bathrooms and 
lavatories are all 
situated on the up- 
per deck. | 
Cuisine. The 
Table on the Hol- 
land-America Line 
is most favorably 
known to the trav- 
eling public for its 
excellence and vari- 
ety; Breakfast be- 
tween 7 and 9:30 
A. M., Luncheon at 
noon, Dinner at 
6P.M. Wines, 
liquors and cigars 
are obtainable at 
very moderate prices. 
The second cabin 
table provides for 
meals served on a 
less elaborate scale, 
but passengers trav- 
eling in this class 
will always find an 
abundance of deli- 
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cious, wholesome food, carefully prepared and well 


served. 


A “Bulletin” is printed upon all the steamships of 


the Line during the voyage, containing much interesting 
information and the latest important news of the world, 
received on board by wireless telegraph service. 

Each steamship has an excellent orchestra on board 


which renders 
concerts alter- 
nately in the 
first and second 
cabin, and on 
deck, for the 
benefit of all 
passengers. 

There is al- 
so on board each 
steamship a 
graduated phy- 
sician. Medi- 
cines are sup- 
plied gratuitous- 
ly to passengers 
of all classes. 

Apparatus 
for the playing 
of pastime games 
such as shuffle- 
board  quoits, 
chess, dominoes, 
etc., are pro- 
vided free for 
the use of pas- 
sengers.

MARCONI SYSTEM. 


After several successful experiments the Holland- 
America Line has equipped all its twin-screw passenger 


steamers with the apparatus for wireless telegraphy on 


the Marconi system,-of which advantage passengers may 
avail themselves. 

The Marconi wireless service has established stations 
at Seagate, Babylon, Sagaponack, Siasconset, Sable 
Island and Cape Race, in consequence of which pas- 
sengers can be in direct communication with the Amer- 
ican shores at a distance of over one thousand miles from 
New York. 

The charges are moderate and according to tariff, 
obtainable on board from the Marconi operator. 


SUBMARINE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


All steamers of the Holland-America Line have been 
equipped with the Submarine signal recelving appa- 
ratus. ‘This enables the officers of the ship in foggy 
or stormy weather to locate danger spots at a distance 
of from four to six miles. | 

By its adoption the dangers of navigation are 
greatly lessened, which means in proportion still greater 
safety for passengers. 


GENERAL INFORMATION. 
Berths and Staterooms should be reserved as soon as 
possible in order to secure the most favorable location, 
especially during the summer season, when all available 


_ rooms are usually engaged considerable time (sometimes 


months ahead) previous to departure of the steamers. 
When applying for accommodations, either by mail or 


telegraph, the name of steamer, date of departure, num- 
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ber and sex of passengers, and desired class of accom- 
modations, should be stated. 

Diagrams for the different steamers, rate sheets and 
sailing lists are constantly kept on hand and will be sent 
upon application. 

Berths are not considered engaged unless secured by 
paying a deposit of $25.00 per berth for the first cabin 
and $10.00 per berth for the second cabin accommoda- 
tions. The balance of the passage money must be paid 
not later than three weeks before sailing; if this has not 
been paid on or before that time the Company reserves 
the right to resell the allotted accommodations. De- 
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posit moneys are refunded only if notice of. cancellation 
be given not later than three weeks before sailing. 
Passengers who do not sail on a steamer for which 
they have engaged. accommodations or. purchased a 
ticket, will forfeit fifty per. cent. of the passage money, . 
unless notice is given not later than two weeks previous 


: to sailing. 
For Round Trip Tickets refer to Company’s cabin 
tariff. . | 
Return and Prepaid Tickets entitle holders to pas- 
sage only during the season and for the accommodations 
for which they have been issued. If used at any other 
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season or for other accommodations than the face value 
indicates, holders will be required to make additional 
payment, or will be refunded any eventual difference in 
accordance with rates and rules in effect. 

For the dates referring to the different seasons, see 
Company’s cabin tariff. 

Return or Prepaid Tickets are good for one year 
and are not transferable. Upon application to one of 
the Company’s passenger offices they may be extended by 
paying the difference between the rate in effect at the 
date of issue and time of sailing in accordance with the 
conditions on passage contract. 
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Return Accommodations may be secured through the 
Company’s passenger offices, either by cable or letter; if 
by cable, at passenger’s expense. ‘They should be en- 
gaged when securing berths for the outward trip, or as 
soon thereafter as possible. If a passenger is prevented 
from sailing on a steamer for which return accommoda- 
tions have been secured, a transfer to an earlier or later 
steamer can be made by applying to Company’s Gen- 
eral Passenger Office at Rotterdam, provided application 
for the transfer be made not later than two weeks pre- 
vious to departure of the steamer on which berths had 


originally been reserved.

Interchangeable. Tickets.. The holder of a return 
ticket is entitled to return passage on any steamer of the 
Holland-America Line having a rate as indicated on the 
ticket, or have the option to use same for passage on one 
of several other lines as specified in our cabin rate sheet, 
subject to the rules and regulations of the Line over 
which the ticket is used. 

If Unused Return Tickets are offered for cancella- 
tion, the amount paid for the round trip, less full out- 
going fare and agent’s commission, will be refunded 
against delivery of the return certificate to one of the 
Company’s General Passenger Offices in America, and 
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after authorization has been received from Company’s 
General Passenger Office at Rotterdam. | 

Prepaid Tickets offered for cancellation will be re- 
funded against delivery of the ticket with the full 
amount, less agent’s commission and ten per cent. can- 
cellation fee, and after authorization has been received 
from Company’s General Passenger Office at Rotterdam. 

Baggage. In accordance with the regulations of 
the regular passenger contracts, first and second cabin 
passengers are allowed 20 cubic feet of baggage free on 
each full ticket; excess baggage is a for at a 
fixed rate. 

Through Checking of Baggage for Paris. Bag- 
gage of cabin passengers to Paris via Boulogne-sur-— 
Mer, can be checked through at Company’s docks before 
embarkation. 

Every passenger is allowed 30 kilos or 66 pounds 
of baggage free on the railroad from Boulogne-sur-Mer 
to Paris on every full ticket; for children between three 
and seven years, needing one-half railroad ticket, the 
free allowance of baggage is 20 kilos or 44 pounds. 

Excess baggage is charged for at extremely mod- 
erate rates. 

Steamer Trunks should not be higher than 13 inches, 
and of the usual width and length, so that the same can 
be placed under the berth or sofa in the stateroom. 

Larger Pieces of Baggage are not permitted in the 
staterooms, but are stowed away in the baggage hold. 

All Baggage should be forwarded so as to be de-_ 
livered at Company’s dock not later than one hour 
before departure of the steamer. If the baggage is sent 


in advance, passengers will please inform the baggage- 
master of the Holland-America Line, Hoboken, N. J., 
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by letter thereof stating by what railroad or express 
company the baggage has been forwarded, and by what 
steamer passengers intend to leave. The baggage must 
be claimed from the baggage-master on the pier pre- 
vious to embarkation, in order to prevent errors. 

No baggage will be forwarded unless properly 
labeled and entered in the baggage manifest on the dock. 

All pieces of baggage destined for staterooms oa 
be marked ‘‘wanted;’’ those for baggage hold ‘‘n 
wanted,’’ and must bear passenger’s name, lethatinn 
number of berth and name of steamer; tags may be had 
at all Company’s offices and agencies. Passengers from 


the interior should have their baggage checked to the — 


Holland-America Line dock, Hoboken, N. J., by the 
baggage express agent on the train, previous to arrival 
in New York, Jersey City, etc. 

Baggage can be insured at a low premium. In- 
formation given at Company’s office, 39 Broadway, 
New York City. 

Customhouse Examination—Europe. The baggage 
of passengers leaving the steamer at Boulogne-sur-Mer 
will be examined by the Frencl: Customhouse officers at 
the Gare Maritime at said port or on arrival at Paris. 
The examination by the Holland Customhouse officials 
will take place either on board, two or three hours pre- 
vious to arrival at Rotterdam, or at the Hook of Hol- 
land at the new pier of the Holland-America Line, built 
_ at the “Hook” in 1903, and which pier may be used as a 
landing place for passengers and their baggage when- 
ever tide or other circumstances may prevent the steamer 
from proceeding at once to Rotterdam. 

Orders for delivery at the railway depots i in Rotter- 
dam and Boulogne-sur-Mer are taken by the Company’s 
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employees on board the ship, and the baggage delivered 


free of charge at the respective places. 

Bicycles, provided properly crated, will be taken as 
baggage at owner’s risk, at a fixed rate. | 

Steamer Chairs, of improved construction, may be 
rented at the different offices of the Company, or on the 
dock, for one trip, at a fixed rate. 

Arms must be surrendered to the purser during the 
. voyage. | 
Valuables may be placed in the custody of the purser 
_ during the voyage, without, however, any guarantee or 
responsibility on the part of the Company. On S. S. 
Rotterdam and S. S. New Amsterdam a safe deposit is 
provided for this purpose. Inflammable or explosive 
articles are not allowed on board. 

Passports can be procured from the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, through Company’s Notary Public. 

Seats at Table. Seats at table are allotted by the 
chief steward immediately after sailing. 

Mail will be accepted by the purser after leaving 
New York and forwarded by pilot from Sandy Hook, 
without responsibility for proper mailing, however, on 
the part of the Company. 

Stamps, stationery, postal cards, cable and telegraph 
blanks can be obtained from the saloon steward. 

Letters and Telegrams. ‘The Company is willing to 
accept letters or telegrams for passengers to be delivered 
on board on arrival or departure, without assuming, 
however, any responsibility for their proper delivery. 
The name of the passenger should be distinctly written, 
also the name of the steamer on which passengers travel. 
Undelivered letters are returned to the Postoffice. 

Money. Money of the United States or of Euro- 
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pean countries is accepted on board the steamers of the 
Holland-America Line in payment of all bills and at 
fixed rates of exchange. Foreign moneys. are bought 
and sold at current rates at the Company’s offices in 
Europe. 

Dogs, Cats and Other Animals must be properly 
caged, and are placed in the custody of the steward. 
Rates for dogs, cats and other animals as per Com- 
pany’s tariff. 

Through Tickets to London and Paris are issued as 
per Company’s cabin tariff. 


ROTTERDAM, BOULOGNE-SUR-MER. 


The location of both ports is very favorable as land- 
ing and embarkation points. Boulogne-sur-Mer is only 
three and three-quarter hours’ distance from London 
(via Folkestone) and Paris. | | 

Proceeding from Boulogne-sur-Mer to Rotterdam, 
this distance is made in from ten to twelve hours; both 
Rotterdam and Amsterdam are termini, with direct and 
frequent railroad connections to all points in Europe. 

In addition, a daily service from Rotterdam by the 
well-known Rhine Boats to Mayence, Mannheim and 
intermediate stations will enable passengers to travel at 
a very moderate expense to all points in Central and 
Southern Germany. | 

The facilities for the expeditious transportation of 
passengers to the interior have been further vastly im- 
proved by the construction of a new Holland-America 
Line pier, at the Hook of Holland. | 

If the steamer, on its arrival at the “Hook, * child 
be prevented from proceeding immediately to Rotterdam, 
this pier may be used as a landing place, in which case 
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passengers will have their baggage examined there and 
proceed by special train to Rotterdam. | 
From Rotterdam, London can be reached twice daily, 
via Flushing and Queensboro, or by the renowned Har- 
wich route, via Hook of Holland, in about ten hours. 


Customs Examination—United States. The formal ’ 


declaration and oath before boarding officers on entering 
New York harbor are no longer necessary, but entries 
prepared and signed by passengers are still required. 
The forms provided for that purpose entitled “Baggage 
Declaration and Entry,” for residents and non-residents, 
are distributed to passengers during the early part of 
_ the voyage by an officer of the ship designated for that 
purpose. When a passenger has prepared and signed 
his declaration and entry, he should detach and retain 
the coupon at the bottom of the form and return the 
latter to the officer of the ship. After the ship has 
docked and all the baggage and effects of the passenger 
are landed, he should present the coupon he has retained 
to the chief customs officer at his office on the dock and 
an inspector will be detached to make the examination. 

As promptly as possible after the arrival of the ship 
at her dock, the trunks of incoming passengers are 
carried ashore. These will be found in the section of 
the pier prominently lettered with the initials of pas- 
sengers’ names. ‘Thus, Mr. Smith will find his trunks 
in the “*S” section; Mr. Jones in the “J” section, etc. 
Passengers should have their hand baggage taken at 
-once to the same sections by the stewards. 

Landing at New York. Passengers are landed on 
the piers of the Holland-America Line at Hoboken, 
where all the baggage is examined. Baggage not 
destined for New York can be sent to the interior of the 
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United States, or to any foreign country, in bond. 
Employees of different express companies are in at- 
tendance upon arrival of the steamship at the docks and 
will forward baggage at tariff rates as soon as it has 
been passed by the customs officers. | 
Carriages will be found on the Company’ s docks on 
arrival of the steamship to convey passengers and their 
effects to their various destinations within the city.
